^ 'I'o this end. a special committee of the CduiKil was seudp which 
conducted a series of hearings during the cqvirse of wJticH practically 
every student of responsibility ih activities, ais well as sbfne^who 
not yet in any organization, appeared and frahkly discussed their 
problems. In addition to the Council committee,' ttjro other student 
committees with the same objects in mind were operating. 

If any one idea came from these comraitteeji and_(hc Coumil 
this year, it was that the Student Council’s powers he .rede- 
fined, and its organization simplified if ever, li was to contribute to 
University development. 

In answer to this iiiianimmisly expressed idea, tjhe Coiuiyil’s 
constitution committee submitted a series of amendments- AIL .were 
parsed by the Council, and by the organization, activities, and schtmlii 
represented on the Council. ^ i ^ 

'r^ie fine >of ^particular importance was, of* course, that one ont- 
liijing the powers of the Council. It was to rci^tacr^Article 11 (\f the

3— The Student Council shall exercise the following administra- 
tive powers of an extra-curricular nature; 

a. Recommendations to the University administration from the 
Student Council. 

b. To bring about ordeely conduct and regulation of student 
activities through the development of a planned activity program. 

e. Require budgets, audits, and other financial reports at are 
deemed necessary by the Council from all student activities to 
which the general ciUzenry of tly» University is asked to contribute. 

d. Centralize administration and supervision of activities in a 
student activity office controlled and operated by ihe Student 
Council . 

e. Call campus-wide referenda to secure authority to represent 
the Student Body In matters which are not exclusively local in 
nature. 

The amendment was submitted to the Student Lifd Committee 
last week for approval. I'he Committee, however, failed to come to 
a vote on a motion of approval or rejection. On the question of* com- 
ing to an immediate vote, a motion requiring two-thirds majority, 
the vote stood four -students for, and three faculty members against. 

Instead, the Committee passed a resolution instructing the Student 
Council to write a letter to President Marvin containing the new 
^tion, the answer to which would be the specific grant of povi^r td 
the Council. 

'I'he result of this action, consequhtly, is to emphasize thc^long- 
rcQOgnized d>nfusion in the minds of students and facylty as tq the I 
.jurisdiction of the Student Life Committee, and, of course, the rela- 
tion of the* Student Council and the student body tb the Universi^. 

'I'he situation must be cleared some time, if the student ,,body 
is ever to ba able to contribute its, full share to the U.fiiversi^. It 
might just as well be cleared now. 

It seems to us that the student position is generally evident In 
the elections last week. 2,500 students voted for candidates, all of 
whom ran on ^atfonns calling for student government that deserves 
such a name.
